IT. Actual Infringement 

This petition is made on the basis of actual infringement by the ip AngeF^ product of 
Lucid Security Corporation at 124 South Maple St. Suite 200, Ambler, PA 19002, which was 
available on the market and in use no later than October 17, 2002. Information about ipAngel™ 
is available at http://www.lucidsecuritv.com . Applicants' attorney has made a rigid comparison 
of the ipAngeF^ product and the pending claims. In the opinion of Applicants' attorney, the 
ipAngel™ product unquestionably infringes at least some of the pending claims. 
III. Search 

A carefiil and thorough search of the prior art has been made, including a search 
conducted by unaffiUated professional searcher Mr. Israel Agranov, Ph.D., of the Woolcott 
professional patent searching service, a division of MicroPatent. The following classes and 
subclasses were searched: Class 709 (Electrical Computers and Digital Processing Systems: 
Multiple Computer or Process Coordinating), subclasses 224 (Computer Network Monitoring) 
and 225 (Computer Network Access Regulating); and Class 713 (Electrical Computers and 
Digital Processing Systems: Support), subclass 201 (Computer Network). Examiner Chris 
Revak in art unit 2131 of the USPTO was consulted regarding the areas of search in classes 709 
and 713.

Submitted herewith is an Information Disclosure Statement and Form PTO/SB/08 A, 
including copies of the references revealed by the search and possibly pertinent to the subject 
matter encompassed by the claims.
